Vondracek, John Edward Buttrill, Benjamin Calhoun, 
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Ansley, Benjamin Tucker Hall, and Eugene Alexander 
Sample were called, their characters passed, they were 
favorably reported by the Committee of Examination and 
were elected to elders orders. 

Report Number l^of the Board of Education was pre- 
sented and read. Pending its adoption, C. S. Wright, Vice 
President S. M. U. and R. W. Adams spoke to the report. 
The vote was then taken and the report was adopted. 

Dr. R. S. Hyer, President Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity, was introduced to the Conference. 

Rev. D. G. Gunn, Rector of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of this city was introduced, and spoke a few words 
of fraternal greetings to the Conference. 

Bishop McCoy presented a paper from the Board of 
Trustees of the Epworth Encampment of Texas Methodism 
touching the sale of the property held in trust by them. 
F. M. Boyles moved to adopt the paper authorizing the pro- 
posed sale and the motion prevailed. 

Dr. 0. E. Goddard took the chair at the request of the 
Bishop, who withdrew temporarily from the room. 

Frank Seay presented the report of the Social Service 
Committee. It was moved to lay it on the table and the 
motion prevailed. ' 

The Bishop resumed the chair. 

On motion of H. C. Willis the selection of the place for 
holding the next year’s session of the Conference was made 
th*e order of the day for 10 o^clock a. m. tomorrow. 

The Bishop announced that at 10:30 o'clock tomorrow 
morning he would call, and receive into full connection the 
Class of the Second Year. 

On motion the report of the Social Service Committee, 
which had been laid on the table, was taken up for consid- 
eration. It was then moved to adopt the report. H. M. 
Timmons made the point of order that the paper presented 
no request, and that to adopt it would make no action, and 
the Bishop sustained the point. W. J. Johnson then moved 
that this Conference accept joint ownership in the San An- 
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tonio Rescue Home, elect the necessary members of a Board 
of Control, and lay an assessment of $1,500 for next year 
on the Conference for the Home. 0. T. Hotchkiss moved to 
recommit the report to the Committee, but the motion was 
lost. Much discussion arose, during which J. B. Turrentine 
moved that the privileges of the floor be extended for five 
minutes to J. D. Scott, Agent Rescue Home, and the vote 
be then taken. F. M. Boyles moved to substitute the name 
of W. D. Bradfield for that of J. D. Scott, and the motion 
prevailed. Dr. Bradfield having briefly spoken on the sub- 
ject, the vote was taken on the original motion and it was 
not adopted. 

W. W. Watts moved to extend the time of the session, 
and to accord to J. D. Scott the privileges of the floor and 
the motion prevailed. Brother Scott then spoke to the Con- 
ference a few minutes. 

The Bishop called to the front Brother E. W. Solomon, 
retiring Presiding Elder of the Beaumont District, and on 
behalf of the preachers of that District, presented him 
with a handsome traveling bag. Brother Solomon made 
feeling response. 

After a number of announcements the Doxology was 
sung, W. W. Watts pronounced the benediction, and the 
Conference adjourned. * 



FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, November 14, 1915. 

Morning Session. 

The Bishop called the Conference to order at 9. a. m. 

The devotions were led by the Bishop, who read a part 
of the Third Chapter of Ephesians, and W. F. Andrews of- 
fered prayer. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read, corrected 
and approved. 

J. E. Reif Schneider, a clerical member. Judge Fitzgerald, 
lay delegate from Tyler District, and T. N. Graham, lay 
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delegate from the Pittsburg District were noted as having 
arrived since yesterday's session. 

The following visitors were introduced: Rev. W. F. 

Bryan, of the North Texas Conference; Rev. E. Hightower, 
of the Central Texas Conference ; Rev. Atticus Webb, of the 
Central Conference; Prof. J. W. Gilbert, of the C. M. E. 
Church, representing Payne College. 

Question 12 was called: What local preachers are elected 
deacons? The name of Henry Benson Daily, duly recom- 
mended by the Brenham District Conference was presented, 
and he was elected to deacons orders. 

Question 16 was called: What local preachers are 

elected elders? The Districts were called one by one, and 
there being no applicants, the question was answered, no 
one. 

C. U. McLarty, of the Committee on the Washington 
City Representative Church, made a brief report of the ac- 
tivities of the Committee, and feeling that they had served 
to the extent of their ability, offered their resignation. On 
motion of J. T. Smith their resignation was accepted. 

The Bishop, a member of the Commission in charge of 
the undertaking, spoke briefly of the progress of the work 
of the Commission, and introduced Rev. S. S. McKenney, the 
recently appointed Agent Washington City Representative 
Church, who addressed the Conference in the interests of 
his work. On motion *of 0. T. Hotchkiss, the order of the 
day was postponed to permit the full consideration of the 
matter presented by Brother McKenney. Rev. Geo. Sexton, 
a former agent, was introduced, and also spoke of the mat- 
ter and offered a contribution of $1,000 on the $4,000 re- 
maining due on the amount pledged by the Conference for 
the Representative Church providing the balance be at 
once covered. The Bishop called for subscriptions and in 
a short time the necessary $3,000 were pledged in individual 
subscriptions. 

A motion prevailed to further postpone the order of the 
day. 
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The report of the Orphanage Board was read. Pending 
its consideration, R. A. Burroughs, manager of the Orphan- 
age, addressed the Conference, after which the vote was 
taken and it was adopted. 

R. A. Burroughs and S. N. Allen asked leave of absence 
from the further sessions of this Conference, and it was 
granted. 

The time for the consideration of the order of the day 
having arrived. Question 52 was called: Where shall the 

next session of the Conference be held? C. B. Garrett 
nominated Lufkin, and by unanimous vote this place was 
selected. 

Question 4 was called: Who are admitted into full con- 
nection ? The names of Preston Florence, J. Marvin Fuller, 
J. M. Cochran, Jesse Clayton Thompson, J. Earl White, W. 
M. Bass, Archie W. Gordon, Harold G. Cooke, R. S. Mar- 
shall, Robt. B. Jones, and William L. Russell were called. 
These brethren being duly recommended by the Committee 
on Admissions, were called to the chancel rail, the Bishop 
propounded to them the Disciplinary questions, to which 
they affirmatively answered and, the vote being taken, 
they were received into full connection. 

The name of Garnett M. Yearwood was called. He had 
passed the examination on the course of study and on his 
request he was continued on trial. 

Question 1 was recalled: Who are admitted on trial? 

The name of Kenneth Edward Barnhart, recommended by 
the Licensing Committee of the Marshall District, and be- 
ing further recommended by the Committees of Examina- 
tion and Admissions, the vote was taken and he was ad- 
mitted. 

Question 7 was called: Who are received from other 

churches as local preachers ? and answered. No one. 

Question 8 was called: Who are received from other 

churches as traveling preachers? J. T. Smith presented 
the name of Rev. Chas. B. Thompson, a preacher in orders 
in the Free Will Baptist Church. In the presence of the 
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Conference he affirmed his knowledge and acceptance of 
our doctrines, polity and Discipline, and with his promise 
to be present at the ordination of elders tomorrow night and 
assume these vows, the vote was taken and he was re- 
ceived into the membership and ministry of our Church, 
and into full connection with our Conference. 

Question 12 was called: What local preachers are 

elected deacons? The names of George Brinton McClellan 
Hubbard and Oscar Marsh recommended by the Tyler Dis- 
trict Conference, were presented and these brethren were 
elected deacons. 

0. T. Hotchkiss moved that when we adjourn it be to 
meet at 2:30 o^clock p. m. today, and it was so ordered. 

The Bishop appointed 0. E. Goddard to preside at the 
afternoon session. 

J. E. Morgan read report Number 2 of the Sunday School 
Board, and it was adopted- 

Rev. Atticus Webb, District Superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League, was introduced and spoke to the Confer- 
ence. 

On motion a Memorial Session of the Conference was 
ordered for Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

After various announcements the Doxology was sung, 
W. W. Graham pronounced the Benediction, and the Con- 
ference adjourned. 



FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, November 13, 1915. 

Afternoon Session. 

Pursuant to adjournment the Conference met at 2:30 
p. m., 0. E. Goddard in the chair. 

The devotions were led by John E. Green. Prof. W. A. 
Hemphill delighted and inspired the Conference by the sing- 
ing of a Gospel solo.. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and ap- 
proved. 
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W. A. Hemphill was introduced and spoke of the work 
of the Texas Woman’s College, at Fort Worth, Texas. 

Prof. J. W. Gilbert, of Paine College was introduced, and 
spoke of the work and needs of that school. A collection 
of cash and subscription amounting to $113.00 was given 
him to assist in his work. 

Dr. C. M. Bishop, president of Southwestern University, 
was introduced and addressed the Conference on Christian 
Education in general, and the needs of Southwestern Uni- 
versity in particular. * 

The Bishop assumed the chair. 

The report of the Joint Board of Finance was read, it 
was moved to recommit the report with instructions to 
make an appropriation for Mrs. H. M. Sears to the amount 
of $200.00. A substitute was moved that the report be 
recommitted without instructions, and the substitute pre- 
vailed. 

J. W. Bergin read report No. 2 of the Board of Educa- 
tion. Pending its consideration Judge Dan Walker, J. B. 
Turrentine, J. T. Smith, C. T. Tally, C. S. Wright and Bishop 
McCoy spoke. It w^as then moved to adopt the report and 
the vote being taken, it was adopted. (See Report.) 

At their request, C. S. Wright and Otto Daniel were 
granted leave of absence from the further sessions of the 
Conference. 

A motion prvailed that when we adjourn it be to meet 
at 7:30 o’clock tonight to hear the report of the Committee 
on Evangelism. The Bishop appointed 0. E. Goddard to 
preside at the night session. 

The secretary read a report originating from F. M. 
Boyles and J. W. Mills touching the Sarah Bell Estate at 
Houston, Texas, a bequest to this Conference, and it was 
adopted, the action proposed thereby being authorized. (See 
paper.) 

The report of the Joint Board was returned and read 
and adopted. 
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C. A. Tower was appointed a member of the Joint Board 
of Finance in place of W. G. Harbin, resigned. 

G. W. Glass, Conference treasurer, reported his books 
closed for the year and requested a committee to audit 
same. On motion F. M. Boyles, C. U. McLarty and Judge 
Dan Walker were constituted said Auditing Committee. Mo- 
tion was made and carried that the Conference meet in 
memorial session tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

On motion the Conference adjourned, the benediction 
being pronounced by 0. E. Goddard. 

FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, November 13, 1915. 

Night Session. 

At 7:30 p. m., according to previous order the Confer- 
ence convened with Dr. 0. E. Goddard in the chair. 

Chas. T. Tally conducted the devotional exercises and 
J. W. Mills led in prayer. 

Dr. Goddard by authority of the Bishop announced that 
Chas. T. Tally would preside, and he assumed the chair. 

Question 51 was called: Who is elected as Conference 
lay leader, and what is the report from the committee on 
Lay Activity? See Report. And W. L. Dean, of Huntsville, 
was elected. 

The report of the Committee on Lay Activity was read 
by Ben H. Powell. Brother Baker read a paper which he 
presented as a supplement, and the report and supplement, 
on motion, were adopted. 

W. H. Crum read report of Committee on Evangelism. 
It was moved to adopt the report. Pending its consideration 
the following brethren spoke to the report: Glenn Flinn, 

W. H. Crum, E. Hightower, Dr. 0. E. Goddard. The report 
was then adopted. See report. 

A motion to adjourn prevailed and after the announce- 
ments the Doxology was sung, J. E. Green pronounced the 
benediction, and the Conference adjourned. 
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FIFTH DAY. 

Memorial Session, Sunday, November 14, 1915. 

The Conference convened in Memorial Session Sunday 
afternoon, Nov. the 14th, at 3 p. m., E. W. Solomon presid- 
ing, by appointment of the Bishop. 

Hymn No. 463 “Jesus Lover of My Soul,” was sung, and 
T. J. Milam led the prayer. Brother Solomon read a lesson 
John 12:20-26, and the Conference sang Hymn No. 215, 
“Nearer My God to Thee.” 

Question 21 was called: What preachers have died dur- 
ing the year? The Committee on Memoirs reported the 
death of C. H. Smith, H. M. Sears and M. L. Lindsey. Also 
it was noted that Mrs. C. C. Bell, Mrs. H. T. Hart, Mrs. Gide- 
on Powledge and Mrs. J. L. Lemmons, had passed away dur- 
ing the year. C. F. Smith read the memoir of H. M. Sears ; 
C. B. Garrett the memoir of M. L. Lindsey ; E. C. Escoe, of C. 
H. Smith ; Frank Platt the memoir of Mrs. C. C. Bell ; and 0. 
T. Hotchkiss read a resolution of sympathy on the death 
of Mrs. James H. McCoy, wife of Bishop McCoy. 

The memoirs of Mrs. Gideon Powledge, Mrs. H. T. Hart, 
and Mrs. J. L. Lemmons, had not been prepared. 

E. L. Ingrum moved the adoption of these papers as the 
report of this Conference. Pending the adoption of the re- 
port many persons spoke their appreciation of the life and 
labors of those deceased; after which the report was 
adopted. 

On motion the Conference adjourned, W. W. Horner pro- 
nouncing the benediction. 



SIXTH DAY. 

Monday, November 15th, 1915. 

The Conference met at 9:05, with Bishop McCoy in 
the chair, who read a scripture lesson and led in prayer. 

The minutes of the sessions of Saturday afternoon, Sat- 
urday night and the Memorial session of Sunday afternoon, 

were read and approved. 
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The secretary read Bishop McCoy's certificate of the 
ordination of deacons and elders of the preceding day, thus 
answering the following questions:

W. C. Hughes read the report of the committee on the 
examination of District Conference Records, and it was 
adopted. (See report.) 

The report of the Committee on Temperance was read 
by 0. W. Hooper, and on motion it was adopted. (See re- 
port.) 

G. W. Glass, Conference treasurer, read his report, and 
it was ordered to record. (See report.) 

Hon. G. S. Bodenheim, mayor of the city of Longview, 
came forward and in a happy vein, presented to Bishop Mc- 
Coy a handsome chest of silver, — an expression of his regard 
for the Bishop. Bishop McCoy made feeling response. 

John W. Goodwin read supplemental report of the Joint 
Board of Finance, appropriating $25 to Miss Grace Oxley 
and it was adopted. 

M. N. Terrell read the report of the Epworth League 
Board, and on motion it was adopted. (See report.) W. J. 
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Johnson offered his resignation as the trustee from this 
Conference on the Board of Trustees of the Texas Metho- 
dist Epworth Encampment, and it was accepted. 

W. D. White read the report of the Bible Committee, and 
it was adopted. (See report.) 

The report of the Board of Missions was read by W. H. 
Crum, and on motion it was adopted. (See report.) 

D. H. Hotchkiss, treasurer of the Conference Board of 
Missions read his report, and it was ordered to record. (See 
report.) 

G. M. Gibson read the report of the Committee on Books 
and Periodicals. Pending its consideration. Dr. W. D. Brad- 
field, editor of the Texas Christian Advocate spoke briefly 
of the paper and his work, after which the report was 
adopted. (See report.) 

M. N. Terrell read report No. 2 of the Epworth League 
Board, nominating F. M. Boyles as trustee of Texas Metho- 
dist League Encampment to fill the place made vacant by 
resignation of W. J. Johnson, and their report was adopted. 

S. S. McKenney read the report of the special committee 
to whom was referred the paper of the College Presidents 
of Texas, on the subject of mobs and lynchings. Motion was 
made and carried that the report be adopted. (See report.) 

The report of the Committee on the Spiritual State of 
the Church was read by A. S. Whitehurst. Bishop McCoy 
made brief allusion to the importance of the subject touched 
upon, and on motion the report was adopted. (See report.) 

D. S. Burke read the report of the Committee on Sabbath 
Observance, and it was adopted. (See report.) 

The report of the Board of Church Extension was read 
by E. L. Ingrum, and on motion, it was adopted. (See re- 
port.) 

W. W. Gollihugh read the report of the Committee on 
Conference Relations, and it was adopted, thus answering 
Questions 19 and 20. (See condensed minutes.) 

On nomination of the Bishop and Presiding Elders, W. 
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H. Crum was appointed to preach the opening sermon of 



the 1916 session of our Conference. 
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Question 6 was recalled: Who are received by transfer 
from other Conferences? W. F. Bryan and I. E. Thomas, 
elders from the North Texas Conference. 

J. B. Turrentine presented the request of the Tyler Dis- 
trict Conference for the restoration of the credentials of 
J. L. Terry who had been an elder in our Church. Bro. Terry 
was present, and being allowed the privilege of the floor, 
he spoke a few words to the Conference, and the vote being 
taken, the request was granted. J. B. Turrentine also an- 
nounced the surrender of the credentials of J. A. Carr a 
local elder in the Jacksonville District. 

J. W. Mills announced the surrender during last year of 
the credentials of S. M. Thompson and E. W. Bostic local 
elders in the Timpson District. 

G. W. Davis reported the nomination by the Presiding 
Elders to fill the vacancies and changes in the Boards and 
Standing Committees, and they were confirmed. (See 
Boards and Committees.) 

H. J. Hayes presented and read resolutions of thanks, 
which were adopted as follows by a rising vote :

Resolved, That a special vote of thanks be extended to 
Mr. C. B. Cunningham, the Gleaners, the Sister Churches, 
the Hon. G. S. Bodenheim, the First National Bank, the 
railroads, the Times-Clarion, and other newspapers, and 
to all others who have so kindly and graciously ministered 
to our pleasure and comfort.

0. T. Hotchkiss moved that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to arrange a fitting anniversary service commem- 
orating the life and labors of Bishop Francis Asbury at the 
next session of our Conference, and it was so ordered. The 
Bishop appointed 0. T. Hotchkiss, C. T. Tally and L. B. 
Elrod as the committee. 

The statistical secretary made his report, answering 
questions 23 to 50. (See condensed minutes, question 23- 
50.) 

Bro. Francisco Zito, Italian Missionary was introduced, 
and made some report of the work he is doing among his 
people near Bryan. 

Motion was made and carried that we adjourn after the 
minutes are read, and the appointments announced. 

The minutes were read and approved. The hymn begin- 
ning, “Am I a Soldier of the Cross,” was sung, and the 
Bishop announced the following appointments. (See ap- 
pointments) the doxology was sung, the Bishop pronounced 
the benediction, and the Conference adjourned sine die.

Report of the Board of Education. 

The Board of Education submits the following report: ' 

We have given careful consideration to the communications refer- 
red to us, and the many important matters claiming our attention. 

Never in the history of Methodism in the U. S. A. were times so 
imperative in its demands for educational progress and development. 

During the past four years the educational center of the world has 
been shifted from Europe to America. Many of the European Uni- 
versities have been destroyed, and all injured; their students dis- 
persed; many of their faculties slain on the field of battle. Their 
calamities are for decades irreparable. Thousands of students are 
even now in America, and unfortunately most of them are in Insti- 
tutions the atmosphere of which is distinctly unfriendly to evangelical 
Christianity. When they return to their own countries it is feared 
that many of them will be obstacles to our Missionary progress. 
Therefore, money spent in Christian education here and now will save 
many times the amount spent in the future in our Mission Fields. Wc 
must have Christian education and Institutions as strong as the 
strongest of the secular character if we meet the demands. Our edu- 
cational work is now imperatively our missionary work and we should 
prosecute it with all the zeal and generosity of our ability. 



SOUTHERN METHODIST UNIVERSITY. 

You are cognizant of the fact that the General Conference and the 
Educational Commission created therein, has given S. M. two Uni- 
versities, Emory, east of the Mississippi River, and our own Southern 
Methodist University, west of the Mississippi, which Universities are 
now in course of development. 

After four years of labor and preparation Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity was opened for students September 22nd, 1915, at which time 
three departments were organized, namely. Liberal Arts, Fine Arts, 
and Theology, and the total enrollment in all departments to ’ date 
is 570. 
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We call especial attention to the auspicious opening of the school 
of Theology. Sixty young preachers are now in S. M. U., 38 of whom 
are doing theological work. Others will enter after their conference 
sessions. We urge all of our young preachers, who can, to attend 
our school of Theology. We lend our hearty endorsement to the effort 
now being planned looking forward to the Endowment of the Theo- 
logical Department, and that all our young preachers take corres- 
pondence school work and attend the Summer School of Theology. 

SOUTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

A detailed report of this Institution was made by President Bishop. 
This institution was never more flourishing and the past year has 
been the best in its long and honorable history. It is now in its 
43rd year, and during this time more than 10,000 students have passed 
through its halls. There are in the Ministry today more than 900 
preachers to whom she has given their training. 

We endorse the campaign for raising needed funds for improve- . 
ment. 

We recommend that W. E. Orgain be elected Trustee to S. W. U., 
and that I. P. Sessions be elected Trustee to succeed himself. 



ALEXANDER COLLEGIATE INSTITUTION. 

This institution began work this Fall with Rev. W. K. Strother 
again its president, and with a greater enrollment of students than 
last year. The outlook for growth was never brighter. 

We endorse the action of the Board of Trustees in asking the 
General Board for a donation of $1,000.00 and also their classification 
of the A. C. I. as a Junior College. 

We recommend that the following be elected Trustees: Rev. C. 

Al. Tower, and J. B. Turrentine, and Judge Daniel Walker.

Fourth. — That we observe the 4th Sunday in February as a day of 
prayer for all our Colleges in agreement with the World’s Student- 
Christian Federation. 

Fifth. — That our Conference Secretary of Education take all ne- 
cessary steps to secure within our Conference Acadami^s lecognition 
by the Public School authorities for Academic work done in the Bible 
study outside of School hours. 

Sixth. — That we send our Conference Secretary of Education, at 
our expense, as representative to the Educational Conference to be 
held during the year, and that C. B. Garrett be alternate. 

Seventh. — So imperative is the need for funds for Christian edu- 
cation in this our time of crucial testing that we recommend that the 
educational assessments be not discriminated against but that in 
fairness to all, the amount raised on collections be proportionally pro- 
rated.

REPPORT No. 1 OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Conference: 

1. We recommend to the Conference the adoption of the preamble 
and resolution contained in the paper presented to the Conference on 
behalf of the Educational Commission, which resolution is a part of 
the application on behalf of the Conferences named in the preamble 
and of the Educational Commission and of the Trustees of Southern 
Methodist University to so amend the Charter of the said University 
as to make it a Connectional University of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, owned and controlled by the General Conference of 
the Church, and to further perfect the purpose of said Amended 
Charter we also recommend the adoption of the accompanying resolu- 
tion of instructions to the Trustees now holding the University prop- 
erty, which is necessary to secure the title to the University prop- 
erty in the General Conference for all time. 

2. We have heard with pleasure the report of the Educational 
Commission as submitted for our information by Bishop Warren A. 
Candler, the Chairman of the Commission, and we express our grati- 
fication that such fine progress has been made in the establishment 
of the two universities, viz. Emory, located at Atlanta, Georgia, 
and Southern Methodist University, located at Dallas, Texas. 

3. We recommend to the Conference that fifty thousand dollars 
be raised within the bounds of this Conference to endow a chair of 
Theology (to be designated by Bishop McCoy, Candler, Mougon and 
Theology (to be designated by Bishop McCoy, Candler, Mouzon and 
Dr. C. S. Wright); that Bishops McCoy, Candled, Mouzon and Dr. 
C. S. Wright be invited to plan the campaign for the fund, and that 
the Conference urge the co-operation of the Presiding Elders and 
Preachers in Charge in the prosecution of the work.

Report of the Board of Missions of the Texas Annual 

Conference. 

The Board of Missions brings greetings to the Conference, grateful 
for the earnest and faithful support always given them, and rejoice 
that we have been able to carry through many matters which are for 
the advancement of the kingdom of our Lord, among the peoples of 
the world. 

Much advancement has been made along all lines, and the future 
was never brighter, nor more full of promise. 

Much could be said about our work across the sea. All doors are 
open, and new opportunities are born with each new day. 

Among the foreigners in our midst we have very promising work. 
Bohemian, Italian, and Mexican peoples are the recipients of our 
ministry and efforts, and the response from these classes is becoming 
more and more generous and promising. We feel that not one back- 
ward step should be taken, and Home Mission specials should be en- 
couraged to the utmost of our ability. 

Conference Missions have received very careful consideration 
and it is the hope of the Board that many of these charges will be- 
jome self-supporting at an early date. 
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We note the following simple and efficient financial policy to-wit: 

I- — The assessments. Let us not fall below the assessments in full 
as the minimum.

Let every pastor and 
Sunday school superintendent get in touch with Dr. E. H. Rawl- 
ings, of Nashville, for programs and information on this matter, and 
thus prepare to provide a special that will lift up the giant empire 
into the light of a new day. We should not let a single asset placed 
in our hands by our Lord remain idle. 

Your attention is called to the week of prayer, Jan. 2-9. We 
hope that all pastors and churches will observe this season this 
year. Very much depends upon it. 

The Mid-year meeting of the Board of Missions will be held in 
Houston in connection with the International Laymen’s Meeting early 
in the year, and all presiding elders, ministers, and laymen, from all 
over our Conference, are requested to be present in this great meet- 
ing. 

It is desired that the whole Conference enterprise this year the 
every-member canvass, to begin the first Sunday in March. After 
much information and preparation, each pastor in the Conference to 
inaugurate in his charge an every-member canvass for the securing 
all the benevolences, and especially the full assessments on Missions. 

Your Board announces its action in accepting the Social Service 
Commissoin of this Conference as its representatives in social service 
work; thus becoming an activity in co-operation with the Board of 
Missions, and for the Board.

Report of the Orphanage Board. 



Dear Brethren; 

We, your orphanage Board of the Texas Conference beg to submit 
its annual report. 

Rev. R. A. Burroughs, Manager, and Rev. W. T. Gray, Financial 
Agent, were before us, and we note with pleasure, the prosperity of 
the Home under its present manageemnt. 

There are now 171 children in The Home, and 46 have been placed 
in homes and in positions. ' 

We very much regret to say that 200 children have been turned 
away for the lack of room. 

We take special pleasure i ncommending our manager on the 
splendid sanitary condition of The Home. There has bee no ill- 
ness, worthy of note, during the year. 

The School now has 10 grades, and is doing excellent work. In 
The Home there is a graded Sunday School, which is doing good work, 
is self supporting, and is well supplied with teachers. 

S ince the present method of raising funds for the support of The 
Home has proven to be satisfactory; therefore, your Board 
recommends: That the present plans be continued, and that the 

Pastors, at an early date, present the cause of The Orphanage to 
their people, and, also that the Pastors open their pulpits to the 
Financial Agents of The Home.

F. S. Parker is rendering invaluable service to the Church through 
the columns of this great periodical. We, therefore, urge our pastors 
to encourage its circulation among our young people, as far as 
possible. 

Epworth -by- the Sea. 

We, the committee, heartily endorse the action of the Trustees 
regarding the sale of the Epworth League property at Epworth-by- 
the-Sea, and we have assurance that ample provision shall be made 
in the purchase of similar property at some suitable place for holding 
the next encampment. 

We offer the following resolutions: 

/ Whereas, we recognize the vast undeveloped resources in the lives 
of our young people, and the possibilities which lie before them, and 
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what the Church might become if only God could have His way with 
the young life of the Church.

Report on Bible Cause. 

The past year of the American Bible Society has been the best 
in its ninety-nine years of history. Its total distribution of the 
Scriptures for the year has been nearly six and a half million copies. 

The Southwestern agency, which includes our own territory, re- 
ports an advance in every phase of its work. Twenty colporteurs, 
speaking fourteen languages, have distributed more than 93,000 
volumes of Scripture, in forty-three languages. Out of 65.000 
homes visited, more than 16,000 were found without a Bible. More 
than 15,000 volumes of Scripture have been donated — to individuals 
and institutions too poor to pay the cost. 

In all parts of the world, save Mexico and the Turkish Empire, 
the demand for the Word of God has exceeded the ability of the 
society to supply. 

In view of the great and ever-widening fields calling for the light 
of His Word, we can do less than recommend the continued support 
of this great cause, and that our assessment remain as it was last 
year, one thousand dollars, distributed according to the regular 
scale. 

It is further recommended that our pastors observe the centennial 
of the Society, which will be some time during the month of May, 
by preaching on the Bible, and its circulation.

Dear Brethren: Your committee on books and periodicals had 
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before it the report of our publishing agents and we were happy in 
noting that the business management has been so wise and aggressive 
as to make it possible for them to report a net gain for the year of 
$125,030.00, notwithstanding the financial stringency. Of this gain 
more than $19,000.00 came from our Dallas house. 

It is evident from the large sales of books that our agents are 
wide awake to the growing taste for good literature, and that they 
are making our preaches and people to understand that all the best 
literature can be secured through them. 

The agents report the appropriation of $15,000.00 for Conference 
claimants. 

With the entire church we mourn the loss of our former Book 
and Review editor. Dr. Gross Alexander. His ripe scholarship and 
brilliant work as editor of the Review made him known even beyond 
the limits of our country, and enabled him to render invaluable 
service to our church. 

We congratulate the entire church on the election of Dr. H. M. 
DuBose to take the place made vacant by the death of Dr. Alexander. 
With his versatile mind and facile pen, we feel sure he will do the 
church a great service in this responsible position. 

The agents report indicates the loss of more than $8,000.00 in the 
expense account of the Nashville Advocate. Evidently our preachers 
and people are not giving the support to this paper that the Central 
Org’an of the church should command. 

Our entire Texas Methodism felt profoundly the loss that came 
to our church in the death of Dr. G. C. Rankin, so long the vigorous 
editor of the Texas Advocate. 

Our joint board of publication was most fortunate in electing Dr. 
W. D. Bradfield to fill the vacancy made by the death of Dr. Rankin. 
Dr. Bradfield^s scholarship, studious habits, broad sympathies with 
the living issues of our day and his unfailing courage, peculiarly fit 
him for this important position. We most heartily congratulate the 
new editor for having made the paper even at this early date the 
real leader of the thought of the church on the vital questions of the 
day and we hereby pledge him our support. 

We endorse the action of the Joint Board of Publication upon re- 
ceiving the East and West Oklahoma Conference into our Advocate 
family and we bid them welcome to all its privileges.

Report on Spiritual State of the Church. 

Your committee on the spiritual state of the Church understand 
that their report is to set forth as nearly as they are able the real 
ccndition cf the church: and in making up their judgment of this 
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condition, all those things which are the real products of her ac- 
tivities are to receive due consideration; as in the light of these 
products, the vital state of the body of Christ is to be judged, as the 
tree is judged by its fruits. One year has elapsed since a report on 
this subject, by a like committee, was made to the Texas Conference, 
and it is a source of pleasure to us, and a cause for congratulating 
this body that we are able to say there are many signs of a healthy 
and growing condition of that part of the Church of our Lord con- 
tained in the bounds of our Conference. 

We would mention, as of first importance, the fact that revival 
fires burn upon our altars as extensively, and as intensely as ever 
in the history of Methodism. There have been held in our bounds 
during the past year many scores of revival meetings, some of which 
have been far reaching in results and the combined product of these 
evangelistic endeavors aggregate nearly seven thousand conversions, 
besides the quickening forces generated, and the many other valuable 
fruits, which cannot be tabulated by figures. And we would be 
recreant to the task assigned to us were we to fail to mention that 
most of these revival meetings were conducted by the pastors them- 
selves; members of this Conference who have gone forth filled with 
the Holy Spirit, bowing to their tasks with mighty faith in God, 
whose preaching was in power and demonstration of the Spirit, and 
under whose preaching many souls have been added to God. We con- 
sider it of first importance that men called of God to serve as pastors 
are so united with Him in life that he can and does use them in 
winning souls after this order. We would call to your attention the 
encouraging fact that our Conference has been able to more than 
meet the needs of the field with men called to preach the gospel under 
our ministry, a demonstration of the active power and vitality of the 
church in our borders. 

We also recognize the Sunday School, the Epworth League, and 
the Missionary Societies among the women as fields where our people 
are finding opportunities for developing their powers in Christian 
usefulness and from these auxiliaries to the Church, are coming forth 
a mighty force for spreading the Kingdom. 

Another outstanding evidence that the Church in our borders is 
in a fairly healthy condition is the fact that our ministry is being 
better cared for than formerly; also the response in a material way 
to all the benevolences ordered by the Conference indicates spiritual 
progress in the church. 

Notwithstanding the fact that we see so many signs of prosperity 
and what we deem indications of health in our bounds, yet we would 
not fail to note the many short-comings and places of weakness where 
we might improve. Our prayer-meetings are not attended by our 
people as they should be; and while there are many family altars 
among us, yet this good practice, so generally followed by our fathers. 
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has largely been abandoned by our people. There is also great danger 
of worldliness, pleasure seeking and covetousness, creeping into the 
Church, and thus de-vitalizing her forces. 

We also see great danger in the seeming, if not real, tendency to 
depend on and be content with numbers and material prosperity. 
Doubtless it is true that a deeply pious church will indicate such in 
a great benevolent spirit, yet it is also true that Church pride and 
other reasons may prompt us to be benevolent, while the spirit and 
power of Godliness have no existence. Large contributions to insti- 
tutions, magnificent temples of worship, and liberal salaries for our 
pastors may abound, to little avail, if the Church neglect the old 
paths of intercession and long tarrying at Jerusalem. 

Your committee has also been impressed with the fact that we, 
the preachers who are set as Zion’s watchmen, would do well to stop 
occasionally and take our bearings. There is little probability that a 
covetous, place seeking, honor loving, non-praying and pleasure 
seeking ministry, shall be able to lead their flocks in advance of what 
they themselves have experienced and attained. While we do not 
charge that the preceding sentence describes our preachers, yet we 
insist that it will be well for us to live’ much in communion with the 
Invisible lest that description should be our portrait. 

We, your committee, recommend the following conditions as 
necessary to entitle a Church to the standard of efficiency, and urge 
all our pastors and laymen to labor to attain such standard, viz: 

1. Sunday School every Sunday. 

2. Prayer Meeting weekly. 

3. Epworth League weekly meetings. 

4. Woman’s Missionary Society Regular Meetings. 

5. Laymen’s Activities Properly Organized. 

6. All Conference collections in full. 

7. Preacher in charge and Presiding Elder paid salaries 
monthly. 

8. Trustees and Stewards all subscribers for the Conference or 
the General Organ. 

9 Revival effort during the year. 

10. Membership increased in numbers. 

We also recommend that our Evangelistic Committee co-operate 
with like committees from the various Conferences of the Southwest.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: We, your committee on Sabbath Ob- 
servance, beg to make the following report: 

Whereas the Sabbath is a day set apart by the Lord of Heaven, as 
a day of rest from all labor and for the worship of Almighty God and 
was placed in the decalogue as one of the most positive and sacred 
commands given by Jehovah to man through Moses and written by His 
own hand, to be handed down to all future generations to be observed 
forever as a day of rest and worship, and whereas history, whether 
sacred or profane records the fact, that from the day that the Sabbath 
was instituted by the great Creator as a day of rest and worship unto 
this good day, just as a nation, people, or individual has observed the 
Sabbath and kept it holy and sacred, separate and apart from all other 
days, that nation, people or individual has been instrumental in ad- 
vancement of the Father’s kingdom, and the uplift of humanity; while 
on the other hand that nation, people or individual that has disre- 
garded, this day and treated it with indifference has been detrimental 
to the betterment of humanity and the spread of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ our Lord, and whereas some of our own people in many in- 
stances are disposed too much to threat this holy and sacred day as 
a day of recreation, amusement, frivolity and sometimes as a day of 
financial profit, but in so doing make it a day of desecration, rather 
than a day of rest and worship, and we are very much impressed that 
this number is increasing, bringing the Sabbath too much on a level 
with all other days, whereas the penalty is very binding for the vio- 
lation of this law fixing it in some cases at death, Therefore be it 

Resolved: That as Presiding Elders, Pastors and Laymen, we do 
all in our power to make our Sabbath a day of real rest and worship, 
by our LIVES as well as by our sermons and admonitions, and that 
we do not in any way violate this law by doing those things on the 
Sabbath, that could and should be done on other days, such as un- 
necessary riding on trains, automobiles, playing or visiting games or 
any of the things that tend to destroy the sacredness of our holy and 
sacred Sabbath. 

Be it further resolvel, that we do most emphatically condemn the 
open violation of not only God’s law, but also the law of our country 
in the buying and selling of goods, such as cold drinks, writing ma- 
terial, tobaccoes, candies and such other things as are not of absolute 
necessity. 

It is further resolved, that we do most earnestly and emphatically 
instruct our people that the present Sabbath is the Lord’s Day and 
that we are to keep it holy. 
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We most heartily recommend the Sunday League of America for 
its work done throughout the country.

Temperance Report. 

The past fiscal year has witnessed the most wonderful develop-

merit in the history of temperance. Not only has steady numerical 
progress been made in the extension of dry territory, but great fun- 
damental things have occurred that have brought the cause of tem- 
perance before the world’s mind as never before. The great war in 
Europe has compelled such a resort to the economic virtues of prohi- 
bition as to leave the saloon stripped of its favorite contention. The 
magnitude of the temperance movement having assumed such world 
wide bearing, the temperance forces everywhere are quickened to ac- 
tivities and determination that almost characterize a new era. 

Revelations in our own state by the attorney general’s department 
exposing the artificial influences heretofore exerted by foreign and 
domestic breweries upon the sufferage of our people have been little 
short of miraculous. Not only are the state governments throughout 
the country interesting themselves in this line but the federal govern- 
ment has begun to show activities that are bound to prove of greatest 
advantage. 

We are also glad to report along with these developments a more 
favorable sympathy from the secular press toward our cause. This 
too, is striking evidence of probable weakening in the long stretched 
artificial lines of the enemy. 

The cause of the saloon in America today, in spite of all its organic 
and commercial leverage shows every evidence of the last stage of its 
existence. The desperate effort to which it must resort in order to 
perpetuate itself in our social democracy continue to multiply its em- 
barassment from every angle. These effects we attribute to the 
ceaseless efforts of positive Christianity. The gospel of Jesus Christ 
turns on the light that exposes the evil which causes the agitation 
that finally results in expelling the scourge from our land. 

We submit the following resolutions: 

1. That the Texas Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, representing a membership of 76,000 heartily endorses the 
Anti-Saloon League of Texas, and look to it for efficient leadership 
and competent fighting forces for our cause. 

2. That we believe that the fight for statewide prohibition should 
show no abatement. 

3. That we heartily endorse the move for national prohibition and 
note with emphatic displeasure the fact that only four of our repre- 
sentatives from Texas voted for the Hobson bill in our last Congress. 
We believe that one of the fundamentai rights of our states is to have 
the right to vote on the question of amending the Federal Constitution, 
when such demand arises. For our representatives to ignore the pe- 
tition of six millions of our citizens, ten times as many as have 
petitioned all former amendments, and vote to refuse this privilege to 
the states is such an arrogant assumption as to justly call down the 
indignation of the people on their conduct. 

4. That a copy of these resolutions be sent to each of our repre-

Brethren. We, your Committee on Lay Activities, affirm our full 
belief in the maxim which alleges that the whole business of the whole 
Church is to send the whole Gospel to the whole world. To the ac- 
complishment of this mighty but glorious task, involving the evangeli- 
zation of the entire world in this generation, we pledge the active and 
enthusiastic support and assistance of the Laymen of the Church. We 
urge in the immediate future a complete organization of the Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement throughout the Conference, including the se- 
lection of a Conference Lay Leader, a District Lay Leader in each 
of the ten Districts, and a Church Lay Leader in each of the Charges 
and Circuits throughout th« Conference. In order that these various 
Lay Leaders may receive a vision of their present opportunities to 
do a really great service for the Lord in extending His Kingdom, to 
the uttermost parts of the earth at once, we especially recommend to 
all of such lay leaders attendance upon the meeting of the Missionary 
Laymen in Houston in January, 1916, at which time several of the 
general Missionary Officers of our denomination will be present, as 
well as the Board of Missions of this Conference. We respectfully 
urge the Pastors throughout the Conference to advice themselves of 
the exact date of this Missionary meeting in Houston, and to urge 
their laymen to attend the same. 

We further respectfully recommend that each Church Lay Leader 
in this Conference have his Missionary Committee make an every 
member canvass in his Church, to see what amount can be raised in 
each Church in this Conference for missions during the year 1916. As 
far as possible, we recommend that the Conference Lay Leaders have 
this canvass made throughout the bounds of this Conference during 
the same week, and that this uniform canvass be made during the 
week beginning Sunday, March 5, 1916. We are pleased to advise this 
Conference that this every member canvass method has been success- 
ful wherever it has been tried, and we confidently expect that the 
Missionary contributions in this Conference can easily be doubled if 
this recommendation is faithfully^ executed. 

We especially recommend to the Lay Leader in each Charge that ^ 
he, with the assistance of the Pastor, have three Committees ap- 
pointed at the beginning of the new year, to-wit: A Missionary Com- 
mittee; a Committee on Evangelism; and a Committee on Social 
Service. The creation of these Committees is not only incumbent on 
us under the action of the recent General Conference, but membership 
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on these Committees will afford the Laymen of the Church an op- 
portunity to become personally interested in the work of the Church. 
We believe that such personal interest on the part of the Laymen will 
result in a marvelous amount of good work in the matters to which 
the Church should give attention, and in the achievement of glorious 
results in the conversion of souls and collection of moneys to be ex- 
pended for worthy purposes.

Report of Special Committee Appointed to Report on Ad- 
dress of College Presidents on the Subject of Lynching. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Conference. 

Dear Brethren: Whereas, in the course of the past three decades 

there has gone on record nearly four thousand instances of mob 
murders, committed in the United States, and since this ruthless, law- 
less murder is universally deteriorating on the spirit and character 
of those who engage iru those who witness, and those who disregard 
and excuse this brutal killing; and since it is an open disregard for, 
and violation of, our law, a breech of our social order, a hot-bed of 
anarchy, and a breeder of race hatred; and since these brutal out- 
bursts of hatred, passion, and lawlessness, are bringing our beloved 
Southland and our Nation into open criticism, and threatening our 
legal, social, moral and spiritual life and institutions with permanent 
degredation. Therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Texas Conference go on record as protesting

REV. MARION LEE LINDSEY. 

. 1874 - 1915 . 

Marion Lee Lindsey, son of William Lindsey and wife, was born 
March 11, 1874, at Maysfield, Texas. His was a religious but humble 
home and his school advantages were limited. But he was strong in 
body and cheerful in disposition, energetic and studious, and so was 
able to overcome very largely this lack of early training. 
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He joined the Texas Conference on Trial at Cameron in 1894, 
passed his two years’ course of study, and was ordained Deacon by 
Bishop Hendrix and admitted to full convention in the Conference at 
Bastrop in 1896. Two years later in Tabernacle Church, Houston, 
Bishop Galloway, of sainted memory, ordained him Elder. 

He was appointed to and acceptably served the following charges: 
Lyons, 1 year; Mt. Vernon, 3 years; Kosse Circuit, 1 year; Fulshear 
and Brookshire, 4 years; Jasper and Kirby ville, 4 years; Hearne, 2 
years; Navasota, 1 year; Timpson, 4 years and Center 6 months. 

On October 19, 1898, he and Miss Julia Bergin were joined in holy 
and happy wedlock. To them were given one girl and three boys. 
Sister Lindsey and all the children survive him and mourn their great 
loss of husband and father. 

Sunday morning, August 8th, at 11 o’clock he filled his pulpit at 
Center with more than usual fervor and spiritual power, having for 
his subject the home and family as a type of the heavenly home. Be- 
fore the evening hour of service he was stricken with malarial trouble 
which at once assumed a malignant form and carried him from us on 
Tuesday morning at 9:30 o’clock. Almost the first message that 
could be sent to his comrades was death’s sad news. His people— 
Center — and his former charge — Timpson — which he had left a few 
months before after 4 years residence, both were shocked into numb- 
ness and silence by the sudden and totally unexpected message. At 
once both towns as well as his brethren arose to perform every deed, 
even the least, which could in any way alleviate the poignant sorrow, 
the intense suffering of his loved ones. Two days later he was laid 
to rest in Timpson under a covering of rare white flowers which 
were meant to express sympathy, love, sorrow and to be emblematical 
of our estimate of his character. 

He was cut dov/n in the prime of life, being only 41 years old. We 
do not understand just why it was done unless it be that his Father 
has for his talents and acquirements another field of activity where 
he may use them to great advantage. He seemingly was greatly 
needed here and his place will be hard to fill. Still with an implicit 
trust we rely on our Father who doeth all things aright, to fulfil in 
His own way the tasks of fatherhood and workmanship which were 
Bro. Lindsley’s. “Thy will be done.” 

“The wind blows, the blossoms fall. 

But a good God reigneth over all.” 

Bro. Lindsey was a genial personality. Smooth and even in 
temperament, careful in judgment, discreet in handling his problems, 
he was a valuable man in the ministry. Many were converted under 
his ministry; he was successful in the upbuilding of his charge. He 
was very acceptable as a pastor and grew in the esteem of his people 
the longer they knew him. He was also a careful and diligent student 
of the gracious gospel of Christ and therefore able to deliver its 
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riches of grace to his people. Until the day of his death he grew as 
a preacher and enlarged his power of management. He ruled, not 
by sheer exercise of power or force but rather by that higher and 
surer method of kindness, love and tact. With a good voice, a pleas- 
ing appearance and a sunny smile he gripped his hearers at the 
start and then held them by the value and solidity of his preaching. 

We will find him where he by the grace of God fitted himself to 
go — ^high up in Glory at the feet of his crucified and risen Lord, re- 
deemed at countless cost, saved to eternal joy and love.

MEMOIR OF H. M. SEARS. 

1836-1915. 

Henry Mark Sears was born in Williamson County, Tennessee, • 
September 16, 1836. He was the son of Thomas R. and Elizabeth 
Sears, — the second child in a family of seven. His father moved to 
Maury County where he grew to manhood. In 1855 the family moved 
to Lav/rence County, Tennessee. It was in Lawrence County that 
he met Miss Jennie Wooten, who became his wife, February 7, 1857. 
His success as a preacher was due largely to the sympathy, devotion 
and help of his faithful companion. 

He entered the Confederate Army April 18. 1861, served the entire 
four years and was discharged with the Western Division of the army 
in 1865. Afterward he engaged in farming and later taught school. 
He was licensed to preach in 1869, John H. Witt being the presiding 
elder. He had been converted under the preaching of his pastor. 
Brother Strayhorn, the year after his marriage. From a time shortly 
after his conversion he felt that God wanted him to preach. Lack 
of preparation caused him to delay, but encouraged by his good wife 
to obey the call he had long heard, he offered himself to the Memphis 
Conference and was admitted on trial into that Conference in 1871. 
This proved to be his real life work. 

He was ordained a deacon by Bishop McTheyre in 1873 and elder by 
Bishop Doggett in 1875. Forty-two consecutive years he answered 
roll call and was never tardy. Punctuality was one of the notable 
characteristics of the man. He served the following charges: In 

the Memphis Conference, Saltillo Circuit, 1871-1872; Salem Circuit, 
1873-1874; ' Huntington Station, 1875-1876; McKenzie Station, 1879- 
1880; Agent McKenzie College, 1881. In the Texas Conference: St. 
James (Galveston), 1882-1884; Marlin Station, 1885-1887; Chapel 
Hill, 1888; Calvert District, 1889; Marlin Station, 189P-1891; Bastrop 
Station, 1892-1895; Austin District, 1896; Calvert District, 1898-1901. 
From the fime of his admission on trial to the time of his superannua- 
tion he preached 3539 sermons, had 665 conversions, baptized 201 in- 
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fants, 292 adults. He looked well after the material interests of the 
church. During the time indicated he built five churches, completed 
two others,, repaired four churches and one parsonage. He never re- 
ported a single shortage on salary or collection during his entire 
ministry. 

He took the superannuate relation in the fall of 1902. In 1903 he 
was appointed Chaplain of the State Insane Asylum and held this 
Chaplaincy until the time of his death. On January 10, 1905, he was 
elected Chaplain of the Texas State Senate for the the twenty-nfnth 
session of the Legislature, and was re-elected to the twenty-ninth, 
thirtieth, thirty-first, thirty-second, thirty-third and thirty-fourth 
sessions. He was also at the time of his death Chaplain of the Albert 
Sidney Johnston Chapter of the Daughters of the Confederacy, hav- 
ing served in that capacity since the fall of 1906. 

He made it possible for a number of boys and girls to get an 
education who could never have done so without help. He said re- 
peatedly, ‘T never had much; but what little I have had, I have in- 
vested in brains and character.” His sermons v/ere spiritual and 
elevating and gave evidence of thoughtful preparation. He was never 
known to sound a pessimistic note. He was true to the old land- 
marks of Methodism. He was a man of strong convictions, con- 
servative and uncompromising. For many years he was a leader in 
his Conference. He loved his brethren and said of them: “I believe 
today no better class of men live on this earth than a conference of 
Methodist preachers, — God bless them.” 

As he lived so he died, full of faith. His heavenly call came on 
March 13, 1915. He had been able to perform his duties as Senate 
Chaplain until March 4, when he was taken down with a severe cold 
from which he did not recover. But he was ready for the day of his 
death. Realizing that the end was near he called his loved ones and 
friends to his side and talked hopefully of the beyond. To his wife, 
w^ho had for forty-eight years walked by his side, a true companian 
and help mate, he said, ‘T am going.” She replied, “I am coming, 
too before long.” To this he said, “Fll meet you at the 
gate. Tell the brethren of my conference that I have passed from 
the firing line.” He sang much during his last illness, his favorite 
hymn being, “Abiding and Confiding.” Again and again he repeated 
Tennyson’s “Crossing the Bar,” remarking as he did so, “My boat is 
weak but I shall trust my Pilot. I shall soon be out of the channel 
into the sea.” He crossed the bar Saturday afternoon, March 13, 1915 
at 3:30 o’clock. He fought a good fight, he kept the faith; he 
finished well his course. Having put his hand to the plow in 1858, he 
never looked back.

Sept. 14th, 1824-August 21st, 1915. 

Rev. Caleb H. Smith has answered roll call among us for the last 
time. He has joined the Church triumphant. He has bidden his 
his kindred and many friends “Good bye” for time, and has clasped 
hands on the other side with Booth and Finley, Mathis and McAnally, 
Smith and Sampey, Thompson and Timmons, and with many others, 
and, with them, is “Forever with the Lord.” 

Uncle Caleb was a striking personality. He was a big, rugged 
mah, with an unusually strong frame, girdled with an iron constitu- 
tion, that the years of an ordinary lifetime could not weaken. 

He was also a man with a big mind. It was a trained mind — 
trained until it fit to a nicety the conditions of his time, and grasped 
unerringly, and analyzed, without a mistake, the spiritual needs of 
the sturdy pioneer people to whom God sent him. He was a graduate 
of the school of common sense, and of the University of Heaven, being 
enriched in heavenly knowledge with the wisdom which is from above. 

He was a man with a big heart that overflowed its banks with 
tender sympathy and love, and made him a great soul winner. 

His preaching was unique indeed. He possessed a most peculiar 
voice, unlike most any other, yet it pleased and won. His style of 
preaching was all his own, and could not be imitated. All-around he 
was an unusual and successful preacher and man. 

Brother Smith was born in Rockingham County, North Carolina, 
September the fourteenth, 1824. He was the son of William and 
Nancy Harris Smith. He was converted and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Mt. Carmel Camp Ground, in the county of his 
birth, Aug. the 18th, 1843. He was licensed to exhort in 1853; and 
licensed to preach by Daniel Morse in 1862. He was admitted on 
trial in the East Texas Conference in November, 1875, Bishop George 
F. Pierce presiding. He was ordained deacon by Bishop Wightman 
in Crockett in 1877; and elder by Bishop McTheyre in 1879. 

He was an active Itenerant 27 years, and served the following 
Charges: Athens Circuit four years; Garden Valley three years; Lin- 
dale two years; Larissa four years; Troup and Overton four years; 
Tyler Circuit one year; Edom two years; Canton two years; Cedar 
street and St. Paul, Tyler, two years; Whitehouse two years. One 
of the four years on the Athens Circuit was as supply. He approxi- 
mated the conversions of these active years as over 2000. He was 
recommended for admission on trial from the bounds of the Tyler 
District; and every charge he served was in it. Twenty-seven years 
in one District, and a full quadrennium each in ^f our of the charges 
speak eloquently of his popularity, and his hold upon the affection of 
the people who knew him best. 

Uncle Caleb was in every sense a true man. Honest in business 
to his heart’s core; true to the church he loved, to the last minute — no 
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wonder when the end came all was peace. He lacked only a few 
days of being ninety years old. His funeral was preached by Rev. 
J. T. Smith, assisted by Rev. Albert Little and his pastor Rev. W. A. 
Pounds. His weary old body was laid to rest in the old home church 
yard, Bascom, six miles East of Tyler, August the 22nd, 1915.

MRS. ONIE ELLA BELL. 

1860-1915. 

Mrs. C. C. Bell was born in Carroll County, Tenn., on the tenth 
day of September, 1860, and died at the home of her daughter in 
Lexington, Texas, on the tenth day of June 1915. 

She was married to Chas. C. Bell on the fourth day of December, 
1879. To this union seven children were born, four of whom died in 
childhood. Three of these died in seven days, during an epidemic of 
measles, in Murray County, Ky. The surviving children are Virgil 
Bell of Saratoga, Texas; Theron Bell of Groveton; and Mrs. Lochie 
Mundine of Lexington, Texas. 

Though the subject of this sketch was not intimately known to the 
writer, yet it can be said with all confidence that a more faithful and 
consecrated woman it was never my privilege to know. Being the 
wife of a Methodist Itinerant preacher is indication of the hardships, 
disappointments, and testing times through which this good woman 
had to pass. This she did loyally and patiently, emulating the 
example of her master. She identified herself with the Methodist 
Church when only ten years of age, and was genuinely religious dur- 
ing all the remaining days of her life, having at all times an abound- 
ing faith in God. 

The last ten years of her life were years of illness and suffering, 
and yet during all this time she never sounded a pessimistic nor 
despondent note. 

While on a visit to relatives in Groveton it was my good fortune 
to know Sister Bell more intimately, as some of the family ministered 
to her in her last illness, one of whom writes of the patient sufferer: 
“Sister Bell was one of the most patient sufferers I ever saw. She 
had no fear of death. She talked to me of dying just as if planning 
a journey. The meeting being in progress in our church she de- 
clared she was importuning Gor for the success of the service, and 
greatly feared her illness might prove embarrassing to the meeting. 
Truly she was a good woman.” 

And she has gone! Gone to that shadowless land, where disap- 
pointments, sickness and heartaches shall never come. Gone to that 
glorious Summerland where her poor tired body shall have surcease 
forever from pain and suffering. But we shall meet her again in that 
land of the “sweet after a while.”

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Standing Rules of the Texas Conference. 

1. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a committee to nominate 
the Boards and Standing Committees of this Conference from time 
to time. 

2. The Committee on Memoirs shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

3. The Committee on Admissions shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

4. The editor and publisher of the Conference Journal shall be 
elected by the Conference at the same time the other boards and com- 
mittees are appointed and shall hold four years. 

5. All reports of committees and boards, and resolutions present- 
ed to the Conference shall be made in duplicate, one for the Secretary 
and one for the editor of the minutes; and the memoirs of deceased 
preachers shall be in triplicate, so that there may be one for the 
editor of the General Minutes also. 

6. The Presiding Elder of each district shall be required to fur- 
nish the secretary, as early in the year as he can, an official copy of 
the assessments made for the conference collection by the district 
stewards against each charge in his district, including the assessment 
for the presiding elder and preacher in charge, and such assessments 
shall be copied by the secretary in the statistical tables of the Con- 
ference and shall be official. 

That when, owing to the division of a charge, or for any other 
cause, any changes are made in the assessments of a charge as first 
made, the presiding elder shall report the change at once to the sec- 
retary, so that he may make the correction in the tables. 

7. The secretaries and treasurers of the boards and committees 
shall combine their reports into one, so that there shall only be one 
report for each board or committee, and that the Joint Board of Fi- 
nance apportion all the assessments. 

8. The Treasurer of this Conference shall close its books for re- 
ceipt of money for the Conference year at 12 o’clock noon sharp on the 
third day of the Conference session. All moneys coming to him after 
this time shall be disposed of as if of the following year. 

9. Pastors reporting moneys to the Conference treasurer later 
than noon sharp on the third day of the Conference session shall not 
enter such amounts so reported in their statistical reports of the cur- 
rent year, but they shall be reserved for the ensuing Conference year. 

10. Presiding Elders shall be ineligible to membership in any of 
the Conference standing committees and boards, including Examina- 
tion Committees. The appointment of any member of any board as

P. E. shall automatically create a vacancy. Effective Conference of 
1915. 

11. A committee of five members shall be elected at the begin- 
ning of each quadrennium to serve during said time, who shall com- 
pute the scale of the distribution of assessments to the various dis- 
tricts. 

12. The Bishop to preside and the Presiding Elders shall appoint 
some one to preach upon some phase of Christian doctrine on the 
evening preceding the first session of the Conference.
